TWO GOOD SPEECHES. 


Addresses by Calvin Edger- 
ton and W. S. Herndon 


AT SATURDAY'S 
CELEBRATION.

The following are synopses of the 
speeches delivered by the Hon. Galvin 
Edgerton and the Hon. W . S. Herndon, 
at the Democratic rally on Saturday 
night and which were held over through 
lack of space in yesterday m orning’s 
issue of the H e r a l d . 
Considerable 
enthusiasm 
prevailed 
after Mr. Edgerton had been introduced 
to the audience, and after it had sub­ 
sided that gentleman spoke as follows: 
F e llo w - C itiz e n s — I stand here to­ 
night iirm in tho principles and with all 
conviction of mind to advocate the suc­ 
cess of the Democratic ticket. 
[Ap­ 
plause.] 
As I was coming up to this 
platform in individual said to me, “ Is 
your nam e Edgerton?” 
“ Yes, sir; I 
replied.” 
“ Are you the 
man that 
made 
the 
great 
Blaine 
speech 
1884?” 
“ No, 
fiir, 
was 
my 
answer, I am 
the 
m an that made 
the little Blaine speech in 1884. The 
only difference between us is that Henry 
was born in June on a warm day and I 
was born in December on a cold day and 
all the oratorical m atter had run out and 
I got left. 
In those early days of child­ 
hood am id the green fields of Vermont I 
was taught by a sainted mother to bate 
slavery in every phase and that is why I 
am a Democrat to-night. 
[Prolonged ap­ 
plause.] W hen I came of age I voted for 
Abe Lincoln and ever since I have voted 
with unvarying regularity for the Repub­ 
lican ticket and marched in its ranks in 
every campaign. 
You ask why I have 
left that party. It is because it has be­ 
come a mere tool and agent of monopoly 
and the Democratic party has become the 
champion of the people’s rights. 
My 
change was made when I read the 
principles enunciated in the Democratic 
platform of 1888, and I swore by every 
loyal effoit to do all that I could to elect 
the grand representatives of these prin­ 
ciples, Cleveland and Thurman. This is 
an explanation but not an apology, and 
I would enter into the details of it if the 
hour was not already so late that I feel I 
must reserve ibis for some later day. 
fCrie8 of “ Go on, goon.” ] I thought 
that I would acquaint myself thoroughly 
with the grave points at issue, so I hunt­ 
ed up to see w hat Lincoln had said on 
the tariff, and I found th at he remarked 
that he was in favor of a moderate tariff. 
W hy is it that this has become the 
battle-cry? So as to obtain the vote of 
the workingmen, for labor has power 
and can express th at power in the ballot. 
Things have changed wonderfully in 
this continent of ours. 
There 
was 
once a time when it was under the sway 
of England—then the politicians were 
after the kings; now you are the kings 
and they are after you. 
The question is 
how best to use this power for our own 
benefit and not to give it into the hands 
of a few who will use it for their personal 
interests. The Republican party is now 
tho party of 
SCARCE AND SCARCITY’, 
And is working in the interest of capital­ 
ists, who will make those things you 
consume scarce aDd hard to get, so that 
they can run up the prices. In this year 
of 1888 the Republican party íb a patty 
in nam e only, and its position is occupied 
by the D em ocrats; for it is simply the 
agent of unholy combinations. 
W hen I 
saw this I said to 
myself: 
‘Shall 
I stand longer by the power that goes 
into a poor m an’s home and makes 
his lot h ard,’ and the answer came, ‘No,’ 
and that is why I am here to-night 
speaking in the interests of Democracy. 
[Applause.] In December last I was re­ 
siding at Santa Monica, and on my way 
to this city in the train I opened the 
merning paper and saw the heading,‘The 
President’s Message.’ One of these mes­ 
sages is not as a rule verv exciting read­ 
ing, so I thought I would just glance at 
it, but directly I started I got interested, 
and the first thing I knew the train was 
at the term inus and the brakeman was 
asking me where I was going. 
I said to 
h im ,'I don’t care a d— ; la m going to 
read this message,’ and I did, and have 
been with it ever since. It is the beBt 
message that was ever issued sinco the 
days of Lincoln, when that famous one 
came forth declaring the emancipation 
of slavery. 
The 
Republican 
Con­ 
vention 
this 
year 
issued 
an 
emancipation 
proclamation 
also — it 
was for the emancipation of rum. Presi­ 
dent Cleveland has by his message grap­ 
pled w ith the most alarming question of 
the hour—the accumulation of a vast 
surplus. This piling up of money is the 
direct cause, not of the immediate legis­ 
lation, but its form and tendency on the 
question of taxes and it is evident th at a 
reform m ust be made. W hen I read the 
doings of the Republican Convention at 
Chicago, on the subject, I thought it was 
time to quit and I did. The Republicans 
in addition to this tariff question are try ­ 
ing to bring up war memories to the de­ 
trim ent of the Democratic party, but 
throughout th at long and bloody strife 
side by side w ith every Republican was 
a loyal Union Democrat who loved the 
stars and stripes juBt as much as they did. 
A short time ago there was a celebration 
on 
the 
battle-field 
of 
Gettysburg 
aud m en of both sides who had fought 
with each other on that verv ground 
stood hand in band and buried ail theii 
differences. Would to God th at there 
could be 
A POLITICAL GETTYSBURG 
Such as this! 
In the present campaign 
the Democrats have already outstripped 
and outnum bered the Republicans and 
are on the heights of Liberty, while their 
opponents are languishing in Fort Ne­ 
cessity. If I were at the head of the 
Democratic party I would have 10,000,­ 
000 copies of the President’s message 
printed and one placed on every hearth­ 
stone in the country so that it could be 
read and understood; then on election 
day in November men would be crowd­ 
ing over each other at the ballot box and 
saying, “ W here in God’s name are those 
Cleveland 
and 
Thurm an 
tickets?” 
Then I would take the Mills Bill, the 
national sequence of the message, and 1 
would shake it in every m an’s face and 
say, ‘Read this or die right here.’ Read 
the Mills bill and it will show you clearly 
that no attem pt has been made to intro- 
1 duce free trade or thw art the country’s 


progress. It simply reduces the revenue, 
and the articles on which the reductions 
are made are the ones that you and I 
want. I feel to-night as if I had been a 
Democrat for a thousand 
years, for 
though I was not born one I have, like 
Topsy, growed one. In conclusion, I am 
going to say to you in the language of 
David to his 600 warriors, ‘Put on your 
swords and smite down the Republicans 
as Saul did A nak.’ ” 
Mr. Edgerton's speech created a very 
favorable impression on the audience, 
who tendered him quite an ovation as he 
retired to his seat. 
The next speaker 
was the Hon. W. S. Herndon, of Texas, 
and a 1 he stepped to the front a loud 
‘Hurrah for Texas” resounded from 
among the crowd and was echoed and 
re-echoed from far and near. Mr. H ern­ 
don addressed the meeting as follows: 
m r. h e r n d o n ’s s p e e c h . 
F e llo w - C itiz e n s — It affords me the 
greatest pleasure imaginable to follow 
the new convert to our faith. 
They say 
that “ there is joy in heaven over one 
sinner who repenteth,” so we m ay there­ 
fore well be gleeful to-night. 
I wonder 
if there are any Republicans standing 
here in this audience; if not, go and tell 
them that the doors of the Democratic 
church are yet ajar and th at there is 
room 
within 
this 
Paradise 
for 
every Republican on the Pacific Coast. 
W hen I look into your faces to night—the 
majority of you are workingmen—I cannot 
help thinking of the absurdity of the Re­ 
publican statem ents that we are working 
against the labor interests. It is well 
known that from th^Pacific to the Atlan­ 
tic the rank and file of the Democratic 
legions is composed of the laboring class­ 
es of tiie Union, and if you start in search 
of a monopolist or grinding capitalist you 
would look in vain am idst our hosts. 
W hy then are the charges made by the 
Republicans th at the DemocJatic party 
is preparing to reduce the wages of labor? 
It is because the labor party is the bone 
of contention and the m ajority of the 
votes come therefrom. I ask you, is it 
possible that a Democratic party com­ 
posed of workingmen should be warring 
against its own kith and kin? To whom 
do we owe the freedom of the ground on 
which we stand and under what party or 
policy was this country wrested from op­ 
pression and placed under the Stars and 
Stripes?

Herndon’s rem arks were listened to at­ 
tentively by the vast audience who 
showed no indication of dispersing dis­ 
pite the fact that the clocks had long 
tolled 
the 
hour 
of 
eleven. 
The 
Iroquois Glee club next rendered 
a 
vocal selection entitled “ H urrah 
for 
Cleveland and Thurm an,” at the conclu­ 
sion of which the meeting was declared 
over and the multitude wended its way 
orderly from the scene of one of the 
most enthusiastic meetings ever held on 
the Pacific coast.

W illla n iM O ii» * S t a t e m e n t R e ­ 
g a r d i n g H i s T r e a t m e n t . 
If the statem ent of Citizen George W il­ 
liamson goes for anything, it is true that 
a clear case of conduct unbecoming an 
officer would lie against Captain Loomis, 
of the police department. 
George W il­ 
liamson is one of the best known, as well 
as one ol the w ealthiest citizens of Los 
Angeles. 
H e is the oldest son of Mrs. 
Stephen Mott, by a former husband and 
the owner of a princely property at the 
corner of Main and Ninth streets. 
He 
has lived in Los Angeles all his life and 
lately married a leading lady in society. 
He lately went to Catalina to spend Ihe 
summer. 
On Friday business called 
him to town and the information that 
several members of th e police force 
had been incontinently “ bounced” from 
the Department impelled him to call at 
the Police Office in quest of news con­ 
cerning the reason wiry th e m en had 
been 
discharged. 
Mr. W illiamson’s 
story of his treatm ent at the office, at 
the hands of Captain Loomis, who was 
in full charge at the tim e, is possibly 
best told in his own w ords: 
“ I came over from the Island,” said 
he to a H e r a l d m an, “ attired in blue 
shirt, wool hat and boots. I looked a 
little rough I adm it, but I bad been 
roughing it. I called at the Police Sta­ 
tion and found Chief Caddy out. 
I 
did not know Captain Loomis at all, but 
addressed him decently, stating the ob­ 
ject of m y visit. H e questioned my 
right to know why the m en had been 
discharged, and finally grossly insulted 
me and ejected me from th e office. 
I 
offered 
him 
no 
provocation, 


stating sim ply th at I was a gentlem an 
and a citizen. 
In ejecting me he used 
language I do not see fit to repeat. 
Maybe a brute would address it to a dog. 
Near the door of the offico I m et Chief 
Cuddy. 
I at once told him all about it. 
He ushered me into his office and called 
in Captain Loemis. Loomis adm itted 
all and excused him self by stating that 
he did not know who I was at the tim e. 
I of course am not to be put off with that. 
Any man may be disgracefully treated 
in a public office by Captain Loomis, 
possibly, just because Captain Loomis 
does not know h im .” 
Chief Caddy states regarding the m a t­ 
ter, th a t he called Captain Loomis into 
hiS office and asked him to explain Ub 
reason for so outrageously treating a citi­ 
zen, and th at Captain Loomis explained 
as stated by Mr. Williamson. 
M r. Wil­ 
liamson will call %he attention of the 
Police Commissioners to the m atter a t 
once, and will also ask the City Council 
to do him justice.

Our bill for powder for one m onth past 
was $587. 
Does any unprejudiced per­ 
son think for a moment the company 
would be foolish enough to throw away 
that much money for mere noise, much 
less to annoy Mr. M urray or any of the 
good people living near? 
We might possible spend a very small 
per cent, of that am ount in glorifying the 
American Eagle,or even ‘‘ whoop it up” for 
favorite candidates, hut none whatever in 
blasting where we think tho work can be 
done without it. 
We should regret exceedingly if our 
work results in any damage to the citi­ 
zens in the vicinity; and we do not think 
anything serious has resulted, or will in 
future, hut to satisfy the authorities and 
complaints we have entered into a bond 
for all damages that may accrue. 
It will not be difficult to find m any 
houses in this city with walls more 
cracked than some of those on St. Paul’s 
hill, near 
which a blast was never 
known, and it is altogether probable that 
some of those are caused by inefficient 
workmanship or th e settling of piers 
evidently too sm all—eight inches square. 
We trust the objectors will look at this 
m atter in a more reasonable m anner, 
when we assure them it is rncney out of 
our pockets if we should use explosive» 
when we could dispense with them .

A hole has been cut in 
the panes of glass in the window, directly 
over the window’ latches. The thief then 
loosened thq latch and crawled inside. 
In each case, too, the thief closed the 
window when he departed and in many 
instances evidence was at hand demons­ 
trating that an attempt had been made 
to replace the piece of glass cut out. 
When the burglary of Mrs. McCaull’s 
house was reported at police headquar- 
tere Saturday, Metzler visited the place. 
The method pursued by the thief in do­ 
ing his work was identical with that 
effecting past burglaries. 
But evidence 
demonstrated that but one man did the 
job. 
Metzler recognized the author of 
the crime by his work, and is now look­ 
ing for Jake Fulker, as daring and des­ 
perate a “crook" as has graced a prison 
cell. 
Fulker is said to be the smoothest 
professional house-breaker west of Chi­ 
cago, and has served several terms in as 
many penitentiaries for his crimes. Mrs. 
McCaull gave Detective Motzler a de­ 
scription of a man who called on her the 
afternoon of the burglary and was shown 
a room. 
He was, he said, looking for 
lodgings. 
This man answers Fulker’s 
description to a nicety. 
Ho is known to 
be here and, the officer states, cannot get 
away.

AGAINST HIM. 


L a b o r l u I n d i a n a F o r m in g : A n t i - 
H a r r is o n C lu b s . 
Ed. F. Geuld, Secretary of tlia District 
Assembly, Knights of Labor, of which 
this city is the center, is in receipt of 
numerous letters from prominent mem 
bers of the organization in all the East­ 
ern States, regarding General Harrison’s 
attitude toward the striking railroad em ­ 
ployees in 1877. 
Several men are in 
quest of affidavits in support of the state­ 
ment that Harrison asserted that ninety 
cents a day was enough lor a laboring 
man, and that if he were Governor he 
would order the strikers to return to 
work, and shoot them down if they did 
not obey. 
All of the laboring classes appear to be 
very much offended at H arrison’s nomi­ 
nation, and a letter from New York par­ 
ties declares that if the statem ents at­ 
tributed to him are substantiated he will 
lose the entire labor vote of that State. 
The utmost activity characterizes this 
class here, and they are taking the pre­ 
liminary steps in the formation of anti- 
Harrison clubs here and elsewhere in the 
State. One club, organized by J. T. 
Hudson, consists of thirty members, all 
of whom voted for Blaine in 1884. Clubs 
composed of telegraphers, another of rail­ 
road employees and another of porkpack- 
ers, have been organized within the past, 
two days, and each of these is composed 
in great part of Republicans. No other 
test of membership is required than a 
pledge to vote against Harrison. 
The opposition has assumed the same 
form as th at in 1886, when Harrison was 
a candidate for re-election to the Senate, 
and each of the labor organizations will 
pass resolutions against him at their 
regular meeting. 
The objections urged were that H arri­ 
son was the attorney of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company and also of 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company; 
that he was not in sym pathy with labor, 
and that all of his acts had been shaped 
against the labor interests of the country.

Their 
average day’s work is twenty per cent, 
better than the average Chinaman’s, 
with no skulking, no “ no sabs” back talk 
or slipping off to smoke opium.

while one negro man is worth twoCbina- 
men for heavy handling. Mr. Butler be­ 
lieves that the solution of the labor ques­ 
tion is found.—[California F ruit Grower.

murderer, Pedro Yanes, in custody. 
Yanes on leaving Glamis went to Pay­ 
master. and rei>orted that Stevenson had 
committed suicide, and im mediately after 
started for the mountains. 
The sheriff 
overtook Yanes, arrested him , and se­ 
cured his confession of the m urder and 
the place where the money stolen was 
buried. Yanes is under guard at Glamis.

The only way trcope can go up is in 
canoes, and it is intim ated this will oc­ 
cupy about three weeks, as it is a dis­ 
tance of ninety miles up the river to the 
scene of trouble,and there are a tre a t many 
portages, which makes packing slow. 
The Indians who are causing the trouble 
are the worst on the Coast, and nearly all 
are well arm ed.

Dublin. 
In it the Pope Bays he lias 
heard with regret th at excited meetings 
had been held, at which inconsiderate 
and dangerous opinions in regard to the 
recent Papal decree had been uttered; 
even the authority of the decree itself 
being unepared. 
He has with pain 
learned of the forced interpretation put 
on the decree, and the statem ents made 
that it was prepared without sufficient 
inquiry having previously been made. 
The Pope strongly denying this assump­ 
tion, states that the decree was based 
upon most complete inform ation; that 
previous to its issuance he held inter­ 
views with the Irish bishops on the sub­ 
ject, and sent a tried and trusted dele­ 
gate to Ireland to inquire and to report 
the true condition of affairs. 
His Holiness reiterates his affection 
for the Irish people, and says lie has 
always urged them to keep w ithin the 
bounds of justice and right. 
He refers 
to the communication to Cardinal M c­ 
Cabe in 1881, adding: 
“ As the people 
were led on with gradually increasing 
vehemence in pursuit of their desire, 
and as there were not wanting those who 
daily fanned the flames, the decree be­ 
came a necessity. 
The Bishops, he fays, m ust remove all 
misconception and leave no room for 
doubt as to the force of the decree. The 
whole system of the plan of campaign 
and boycotting is condemned as unlaw­ 
ful. 
A letter from Archbishop W alsh, Dub­ 
lin, which accompanied the Pope's letter, 
was also read. The Archbishop say s: 
The agitation referred to is now ended 
under the resolutions recently adopted 
by the Bishops; the Pope has been ad­ 
vised within the past few days that be­ 
fore the close of the present session, 
Parliam ent will provide for the more 
urgent needs of the hour.

The m ost prom inent and characteristic fea­ 
ture is a morbid discharge from the head, vary­ 
ing in its nature at different tim e-. In som e 
there is au alm ost constant flow of clear, acrid 
fluid, h u t oftener an offensive, purulent, or 
m uco-purulent, greeuish-yell iw m atter is se­ 
creted, w hich accum ulates in th e nostrils or 
drops into th e throat, ueces-sitatiug its frequent 
rem oval by blowing th e uoBe or expectoration, 
and often by both proceases. Sometim es pa­ 
tients feel as though their w hole heud was in a 
state of rottenness, so great is th e am o u u to i 
m atter discha-ged and so fetid is its odor. The 
patient is greatly unuoyed by th e coustaut drop­ 
ping in to th e th ro at of the morbid m atter from 
the head, aud as a recum bent position n atu r­ 
ally favors th e flow downward, his rest is fre­ 
quently di8urbed from th is cause. M auy suffer- 
eif ar*' obliged to lie w ith th e head very m uch 
elevated in order to Bleep w ith som e degree 
of com fort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offbusive phlegm 
collects behind and above the soft palate, in 
the passage between the throat and head, ad­ 
hering to th e parts with gluish tenacity. Its 
lodgem ent em ba-rasses respiration and creates 
a seusation of irritation and uncsMnc-s* in the 
affected locality, w hich gives rise to a constant 
and alm ost irresistible desire to relieve the dis­ 
com fort by draw ing th e m ucus in to the throat, 
so as to eject it by th e m outh. This practice, 
popularly know n as "haw king,” is ch aracter­ 
istic of catarrh, an d proves as em birrassing to 
th e one affected as it is disagreeable to those 
around him . 
Again, th e offensive m atter hardens au d fle 
posits itself on the m em brane in the shape of 
dry, hard concretions, which are discharged by­ 
way of the nostrils or th ro at in lump* or 1 rag"- 
m ents of a deep green tint. In some cases 
these incustratlons accum ulate to such au ex­ 
ten t as to form a regular olug iu th e nose, 
which obstructs breathing an d produces serious 
discom fort. So tirm ly do these iucrustations 
adhere to th e point of attachm ent th a t their re­ 
m oval usually requires th e most violent efforts; 
not (infrequently they have to be torn from the 
m em brane. Occasionally a solid cast of nota­ 
ble size is expelled, on w hich there are general­ 
ly traces of blood, but in sim e cases the cast 
presents a tubular appearance, b.dng of exact 
shape of th e uasal cavity. This condition Is in ­ 
dicative of ulceration, w hich, in tim e m ay de»- 
troy th e bony structure of th e nose and produ e 
a subsequent flattening of that organ. 
Cases are occasionally m et w ith in which a 
thick, viscid, slim y secretion coats th e m em ­ 
brane of th e nasal cavities, and th en putrlfits, 
giving rise to a stench w hich Is really overpow ­ 
ering and sufficiently fetid to poison th e atm os­ 
phere of a whole room ; and there are others in 
which ail the secretions of the m em brane are 
suspended, causlDg an unpleasant feeling of 
dryness, heat and leverishneas in the head and 
nose—a condition popularly know n as "Dry 
C atarrh.” 
The disease speedily extends to the air cavi­ 
ties of th e bones of th e forehead an d face, giv­ 
ing rise to a distressing sensation of heavy 
weight or com pression over tb e forehead, espe 
d a lly in th e reglou above aud between the 
eyas, and to a feeling of fullness, heat, irrita­ 
tion, soreness, or pain in th e nostrils near the 
root of the nose, as well as in th e n p re r p art of 
the throat, above an d behind th e soft palate. 
Sometim es there is pain obstinately fixed in 
some p articular p art, as in th e tem ple, on the 
top of th e head, at th e back of th e neck, or be­ 
hin d the orbits, an d occasionally pain m ani- 
f *st8 itself in th e face of so severe a character 
th at it is frequently m istaken for neuralgia. 
The breath Is always tainted, and at tim es as­ 
sum es an exceedingly fetid and sickening odor. 
In some cases it becomes so revoltlugly offen­ 
sive as to render the sufferer an object of dis­ 
gust to him self as w ell as to others. 
The uasal m em b ra' e is thickened an d co n ­ 
gested, causing the note to be stopped up, som e­ 
tim es on one side, som etim es on the oth er, aud 
often on both, giving rise to a disagreeable, 
stuffy sensation in th e head, an d occasioning 
violent and prolonged paroxysm s of sneezing. 
The voice is weak, in d istin ct and husky, or of 
a nasal character, displaying a sort of sniffing 
quality. 
O ftentim es th eie is a continuous 
hoars-rness and discordance. There is also a 
sense of irritation in th e throat, and frequent 
attem pts to clear th e parts of phlegm , produc­ 
ing the sound "n em ," m ore or less forcibly. Iu 
som a cases patient* com plain of an uncom fort­ 
able feeling of fullness, or a choky sensation in 
the throat, and In others of a distressing an d al­ 
m ost constant dryness for the tcm porarv relief 
of w hich tney have to swallow frequently. 
Others, again, speak of a constant b id or nause­ 
ous taste in th e m onth or throat. 
The stomach generally suffcri m ore or less, 
and becomes weak and irritable, the appetite is 
capricious, and nearly alw ays bad In th e m orn­ 
ing. Tne patien t is languid, unable to perform 
m ental or physical labor with the usual fucilltv, 
Is nervous, depressed In snirits.attlm e* fearful, 
tim id, agitated and inclined to drow siness and 
sleep, th e m em ory weakened aud perm anent 
im pairm ent seriously threatened. 
The m ucuous m em brane soon becom es m or­ 
bidly sensitive to unfavorable Influence*'and In 
sp;te of th e utm ost care becomes affected from 
the slightest causes, so th at a breath ofjwlnd upon
